current so that two of tha vossels lost their an- 
chors, All went well with the Havoy till tha 
16th when she got inte-thick weather, and cithor 
on tho nightof the i6th, or morning of the 17th, 
she anchored, as the Captain could not seo the 
coast line owing to the thick woathor. Only ono 
anchor waa lot. jro insix fathoms, and the ‘lovality 
is dazoribed by the survivors as being moar the 
first lighthouse afier-passing Chusau—probably 
Shaweishan. 'Tho vosaol, under stress of weather, 
shostod her water to twofathoms ands» whon the 


Captain found she was drifting, he gave orders for 
the second-anchor to ba let go, but both togethor 
did not hold her, and she deiftedinto ono and ahalf 
fathoms, when sho bumped fearfully, and at 8 
p-m. she sprang a leak, and the hold filled: with 
water. At this hoar it was blowing florcoly, bat 
Previous to this the captain had ordered the 
tnizzen mast tobe cut away to easa the strain off 
the ship. This manusavre, however, could not 
be exocutad, and at 6 pm. both main and mizzon 
masts wont by the board ; at 10 p.m. the. foromast 
aloo want overboard, andthe vessel having strand. 
ad, snddenty listed tostarboard, upon which six of 
(he crew—those who have arrived here-—got into 
-one of the ralley hodsas, while some of the others 
got on top of the remaining galleys, thera being 
four ja all, none of which wero fastened to the 
Hook, and so whan the Baroy capsized, the galleys 
wore washod orerboard. ‘Chis was_at about. 11 
pw, There does not appear to-hare been any 
attempt to work the pumps after dhe vessel com- 
menced to bump, and no otders wero givat, 40 
’ fay eathe survitorsknow, aboutthe boats, Those, 
howaver, Were useless, being lealty, while the gig 
would only hold two parsons, consaqnontly they 
_ Were oi lowered: and it is probable thay world 
not have.tived if they bad been. As it was quite 
dark at the timo whon tho six meu were washed, 
off tha wrook, they did not sco what beoame of 
the rest of the paople on hoar!. After they had 
floated away, thasurvivorsdriftud abont for eight 
days and had nothing to eat during. all that 
time. They managed to keap themselves 
alive by drinking water which they say was only 
slightly brackish. Qn the seventh day they

citizens and protéyés to establish themselves for 
purposes of trade in two Chinese frontier towns 
not yet designated, while the whole of Tonquin 
is opaned {o the Chinese on the most-favoured- 
nation terms. Article VJ. is not sufficiently 
oloar as to tho right of Pronchmen to transport 
their goods from one Chinees market to anothar, 
without extra duty if the packages are intect 
and the custome’ seals unbroken, and the Chan- 
her instances a regent case in which the. man- 
daring at Manghao, having learnt that French 
houses wore sending somo cotton goods from 
Tonquin into Yinnan, instantly imposed a probi- 
bitiva lekin: and there is nothing jn tho article 
to prevent’ similar: discouragements to French 
trade, Artioles KIV. and XV. are those against 
which this protest is mainly dirseted. Opium 
and salt’ are, it is well-known, the staplea of 
trade between South China and Tonquin, and 
Frenchmen ara prohibited from. engaging in this 
trade! Ibis cerlain that salt, ao great is the de 
taond for it, will bo tho subject of a large oon- 
.trabond corameros across tho frontior, and will 
‘lead to constant conflicts and diplomatic oom 
plications, whioh will be an incessant monace to 
tho seourity. of the country, Particularly the 
Chambor draws M. Bort’s attention to the clauso 
authorising a modification uf the treaty whenever 
somoothor countiy makesuconvontion with Chins. 
In this the Chambor recognises the hand of an 
English agont, tha Insprotor.gonaral of Cnatams. 
Té allows France to dowand liberty to deal in 
opium and salt as soon as a similar permission 
hing boon granted to England for Burmak. So 
that, duzing the. yeare which thia nogotiation 
will consume, British trade will have tima to or 
ganisa for its prodnots a route and relations 
which will be for ever denied to France, Tho 
Chamber. conclades with ong melancholy aver- 
mont. Not only wore the merchants in Tonquin 
pot consulted about this troaty, whose clauses 
mean rnin to the colonists and tho.colony, but 
they hava never bem thought worthy of having 
tho terms of it communicated to them, and to 
ealighten thomsolves on it and draw upthis pre- | 
test, they havo to wly on Fronch and English 
newspapers.
